In Road Construction Machinery 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in a special adjourned meeting 
on Thursday, July 5, at the court- 
house in Elba and heard numerous 
machinery dealers bid on over $2 
million worth of heavy machinery to 
be purchased for the County High- 
way Department 

The bids on two (2) backhoes 
ranged from a low of $46,168.80 from 
Elba Tractor Co. to a high of 
$63,446.52 from Jeffcoat Equipment. 
On two (2) front-end loaders the bids 
ranged from a low of $99,112 from 
Ray Brooks Machinery to a high of 
$124,870 from Burford Equipment. 
The low bidder on a bulldozer was 
$55,978.93 from Leary and Owens, 
well below the high bid of $85,265.84 


1 Jeffcoat Equipment. The bids 
of four (4) motor graders ranged 
from a low of $254,706.12 (straight 
frame) from Leary and Owens to a 
high bid of $263,120 from Joe Money 
Machinery, while on an articulated 
type machine the low bid was 
$271,120 from Tractor and Equip- 
ment and the high bid was $322,812 
from Burford Equipment. The bids

To Change Traffic Flow 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday night with all members 
present. The agenda was light with 
reports, resolutions and bill payment 
dominating the meeting. 

Postmaster Bill Bullard was the 
only visitor to the meeting and he 
was present to protest the changing 
of direction of traffic flow on 
Yelverton, which fronts on the Elba 
post office. 

Bullard urged the council to 
reconsider their action, noting it 
could cause some more serious 
problems if changed. He expressed 
concern that it would take a police 


officer on the scene during the rush, 


hours of 8 - 9 in the morning and 4:30 
- 5 in the afternoon, just to control

traffic flow. He explained that if 
three cars were waiting to get into 
the traffic on Highway 84, no car 
could park at, or leave, the post 
office. 

According to Bullard, during the 
30-minute period of 9:25 - 9:55 a 
traffic count indicated 90 vehicles 
coming into town from the direction 
of New Brockton, 141 coming from 
the direction of the square on 84, and 
66 turning in on Yelverton in front of 
the post office. He expressed 
concern if these 66 tried to turn into 
84 during this less-than-peak traffic 
period. 

Mayor Bob English suggested. a 
committee be appointed to study the 
matter, and all council members 
agreed it was a good idea. He 
appointed Mrs. Frances Trammell 
and asked her to get two other 
council members to work with her, 
the police chief and others to make a 
recommendation to the council on 
the matter. Until further action is 
taken, Chief John White was 
instructed to leave the traffic flow as 
it has beenin the past. The report is 
expected at the first meeting in 
August. 

The council approved a resolution 
asking for connector-road access to 
the hospital for the convenience of 
the rescue squad and others turning 
from this new road to the hospital. 

The council agreed to a request 
that the drive-in building on the 
proposed fire station site be given to 
the cemetery committee. This was 
approved with an understanding 
there would be no cost to the city. 

The council paid bills totaling 
$23,819.44. Chief White reported 
the city would begin getting some 
monies from bad check cases filed in 
the district court, and Councilman 
Hawkins reported the cable TV 
change-over was progressing, and 
that after all old subscribers had 
been cut over to the new cable, the 
new channels would be turned on 
and new customers hooked up.

City elections are over except for a runoff in Elba, possibly two runoffs in 
New Brockton, and one in Enterprise. Kinston is finished and can now 


concentrate on selecting candidates for county commission. 


The importance of an individual voter was strongly emphasized Tuesday in 
Kinston where Rilly Mullins won by two votes. Billy is the grandson of 
long-time Elba mayor L.P. Mullins, and therefore is surely no novice at 
politics.

Sharpless, counselors for Elba High 
School and Ms. Melinda W. Sanders 
of Zion Chapel, will be attending « 
high school Counselor Workshop 
sponsored by the University of South 
Alabama, Mobile, and the Southeast 
Regional Office of the American 
College Testing Program.

DIALOGUE 

The erection of this building is to 
serve as a spiritual filling station. 
The affiliates of this station have a 
Mosaic tesponsibility of teaching 
and training for evangelistic 
purposes. 

An army isn't sent into battle 
half-shod, lest it should face anni- 
hilation. We therefore should not 
send the ‘‘soldiers of the Cross"’ into 
battle ill prepared. Our instructions 
for this task are outlined in 
Ephesians 6:10-17 which read: 
‘Finally, my brethren, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. For we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 
Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able 
to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done ail, to stand. Stand 
therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; and 
your feet shod with the preparation 
of the wospel of peace; above all, 
taking the shield of faith, wherewith 
ye shall be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked. And take 
the helmet of salvation, and the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the 
Word of God.”’ 


Another measure of preparation 
is given in Paul’s 2nd Epistle to 
Timothy 2:15. The charge is: ‘‘Study 
to show thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the Word 
of Truth."’ 

Having got ourselves prepared of 
our charge and in the right spirit, we 
should then follow the example of 
the ‘‘master teacher’’ as found in 
Matthew 5:12 -- ‘‘And seeing the 
multitudes, he went up into a 
mountain; and when he was set, his 
disciples came unto him; and he 
opened his mouth and taught them.”’ 

That is what this station should 
be about. For this country and the 
world is in dire need of well-trained 
Christian leaders - in the church and 
in public life, business and govern- 
ment, World peace and the survival 
of mankind may well depend upon 
the kind of Christian education 
these workers receive at our hands. 
It is impossible to have a better 
people without their having God in 
their lives. It is up to us to do our bit 
to see to it that this should come to 
pass. Our theme dramatically 
bespeaks the charge: ‘‘Teaching and 
growing in our churches through 
evangelism."’ 

This is one of the last charges of 
Christ before His ascension into 
Heaven as he addressed the eleven 
disciples, as recorded in Matthew 
28:18-20. ‘‘And Jesus came and 
spoke unto them, saying, All power 
is given unto me in Heaven and in 
earth. Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost; Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you; and lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world, Amen.,”’ 

Accordingly, we say unto you,

evangelize!!

. out in the woods, Our forests offer 
many beautiful sights and sounds 
for the weekend backpacker, the 
overnight fisherman, or the serious 
camper outdoorsman, There are 
some rules that should be followed 
however, to help preserve the beauty 
and health of the trees in our forests.

Campers Be Mindful Of Trees 


Starts the processes that could lead 
to disease and decay. Some rules to 
follow to prevent tree wounds are: 
1) Never cut into a tree with an axe, 
saw, or knife. 
2) Don’t build campfires near tree 
trunks or under overhanging limbs. 
3) Never shoot into or throw rocks 
against or drive nails into a tree. 
4) Don't bend or break branches or 
tops from young trees 
5) Never leave rope or chain or wire 
tied around a tree trunk or limb. Also 
never place an excessive load upon a 
tree or limb with a rope or anything 
that will injure the bark. 
6) Avoid any action that would skin 
or peel bark from a tree. 

Yes, trees are big and tough. But 
a series of wounds--even small 
ones--over a period of time can cause 
troubles, leading to hazardous and 
unsightly trees, or even early death, 
Remember, trees are living things 
too, 
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The Coffee County Board of 
Education announced this week that 
New Hope Junior High School would 
not open for classes this fall, and that 
all students would be sent to either 
Zion Chapel or New Brockton. 

The vote to close the rural school 
was 3-2, with board members Tom 
Dyess and Preston Kelley Jr. voting 
against the motion. Voting for the 
closing were Bill Boland, Harrell 
‘Carroll and Frank Britt. 

“It was the hardest decision I 
have ever had to make as super- 
intendent,’’ stated John W. 
Vaughan, superintendent of the 
Coffee County School System, ‘‘and 
the board members all gave it a great 
deal of thought. It was a decision we 
all hated to make, but it simply had 
to be done.”’ 

‘The decision to close the New 
Hope School was based solely on 
what was best for the students,”’ 
added Supt. Vaughan. ‘Because of 
the declining enrollment, the Board 
of Education was faced with the 
difficult decision of consolidating 
New Hope with both Zion Chapel 
and New Brockton. Because of the 
level of enrollment, the decision to 
close the school was the only 
alternative that was educationally 
sound. 

‘*Every parent in the New Hope 
Community can be assured their 
child will receive quality education 
that is second to none in this state. I 
know the parents want the best for 
their children and that is all I want 
and all the board wants. Together, 
we can see to it that the children get 
just that."’ 

The declining enrollment at New 
Hope Junior High has been most 
evident in recent years, as the 
following chart of student population 
reveals:

“The student population had 
declined to such an extent that the 
school would not have been able to 
maintain a level of basic educational 
standards,’’ Vaughan stated. “‘The 
low enrollment would have meant 
loss of teachers and combining of 
grades. This just was not best for 
the students. 

“If the school had remained open 
the students at New Hope would 
have been at an educational dis- 
advantage. The reason for the 
decline in enrollment is the decline 
in the birth rate, as well as a 
population shift to cities, and the fact 
that some parents have sent their 
children to other schools. 

‘The people in New Hope have 
been aware of the decline in student 
population and many expected the 
school to close last year. The 
decision to close was delayed in 
hopes enrollment would increase, 
but it just never did.” 

Following is the projected 
enrollment at New Hope had the 
school opened for the 1984-85 school 
year: 


Kindergarten 7 
First Grade 11 
Second Grade 9 
Third Grade 14 
Fourth Grade 18 
Fifth Grade 20 
Sixth Grade 19 
Seventh Grade 17 
Eighth Grade 18 
Ninth Grade 16 


‘‘We considered keeping the 
school open to serve grades K-6,"’ 
added Vaughan, ‘‘but the low 
number of students (98) would have 
earned only 5% teacher units, and 
five - or even six - teachers couldn't 
have taught seven classes. As the 
figures show, the decision to close 
New Hope was based on educational 
needs - not just economics.”’ 

The closing of the New Hope 
School has been widely rumored for 
several years; however, ‘Supt. 
Vaughan denied any previous plans 
to close the school, and pointed to 
recent renovations at the school. 

‘‘In the past five years there has 
been more money spent at New 
Hope for renovations than ever 
before,"’ Vaughan said. ‘‘It is true 
the State Department of Education 
had been recommending closing the 
school for years, but the student

Dept. Collects 


$705,000 In Child Support Funds 


In the first quarter of 1984, the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
collected more than $705,000 in child 
support from absent parents whose 
families did not apply for Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) benefits. 

The department's non-ADC case 
load is growing, and one reason is 
because of increased public aware- 
ness of the fact that the service is 
available through the agency. 

‘More people are becoming 
aware that, just as we take action to 
collect child support from absent 
parents in ADC cases, we provide 
the same services in instances where 
Aid to Dependent Children benefits 
are not being sought,"’ said Leon 
Frazier, commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 

Those services provided to ADC 
and non-ADC clients include assist- 
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ance in locating absent parents, 
paternity determination, obtaining a 
court order requiring child support, 
and the collection of child support 
after the court order has been 
issued. 

“It is in the department's 
interest to handle non-ADC cases 
because, by doing so, we lessen the 
chances that these families will have 
to apply for public assistance in the 
future,’’ Frazier said. 

At one time, there was a small 
fee charged to provide the service, 
but it has been available free of 
charge since last November, Frazier 
said. 


‘*Persons who would like assist- 
ance in securing child support should 
contact their local Department of 
Pensions and Security to make an 
appointment,’’ said Frazier.

population was sufficient and the 
county school board voted to keep it 
open. I don’t regret the large 
expenditure of funds at all; the 
school was open - and we all want the 
best for the children.” 

“The transfer to Zion Chapel or 
New Brockton will mean a slight 
increase in bus travel for elementary 
students,"’ Vaughan said, ‘but the 
time spent on a bus will not be 
unreasonable for any student. An 
adult or student monitor will keep an 
eye on the younger students on every 
bus to insure they are comfortable. 
The facilities at both Zion Chapel 
and New Brockton are more than 
adequate .to house the extra 
students, and I believe the students 
will receive a better education after 
consolidation." 

The advantages Supt. Vaughan 
listed in consolidation included an 
increase in classes offered at the 
larger schools. These additional 
classes include home economics, 
band and a foreign language, as well 
as a chance to participate in junior 
high football. 

‘*The board will finalize a change 
in school districts this week,"’ 
explained Vaughan, ‘‘and it is 
estimated 30-35 New Hope students 
will be rezoned to New Brockton. 
The new district lines will go into 
effect this year; however, any 
student entering 11th or 12th grade 
at Zion Chapel who lives in the New 
Brockton zone will be allowed to 
graduate from Zion Chapel.”’ 


When asked about the teachers 
at New Hope, Supt. Vaughan 
reported, “‘All tenured personnel 
will have a position in the county 
system, including support 
personnel (bus drivers, cooks, etc.). 
The teachers will be given similar 
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New Hope Junior High School ... doors are closed for good. 


teaching positions at other schools, 
and all efforts will be made to find 
spots for the non-tenured workers.” 

The closing of New Hope will 
{eave only one rural junior hgh in 
the county, it being located at 
Goodman. The Goodman student 
population has not declined in recent 
years and projections actually show 


an expected increase in enrollment 
due to a population shift to the area. 
Unless a major population change 
occurs, there are no plans for 
discussion on closing the school. 

in closing, Supt. Vaughan stated, 
‘Someone from the county office will 
personally contact every parent in 
the New Hope area to explain the 


consolidation and make the trans- 
ition as smooth as possible."’ 


The disposal of the school 
property will be conducted as pre- 
scribed by state regulations; 
however, it was the sentiment of the 
board that the facility be used by the 
community, if possible.

City School Board Discusses Band Room Construction 


The Elba City School Board met 
(July 12), with all

last Thursday 
members present and 
routine. Chairing the meeting was 
Mrs. Lois Holt 

The business session began as 
usual with the approving of bills for 
payment. This includes payroll of 
teachers and support personnel as 
well as utilities and supplies 

Superintendent John Osburn 
brought board members up to date 
on the actions of the city council to 
finance the construction of a new 
band room at the high school. The 
proposed facility is to be built in the 
area of the old burned-out gym, 
which is adjacent to the existing 
gym. Some standing walls will be 
utilized, The proposal is for a 
2400-square foot band facility 
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without a lot of frills, but adequate 
for comfort, etc, The existing band 
room will then be converted into use 
by the athletic department, which 
will be relatively simple, as the two 
are presently in adjoining parts of 
the building. 

Osburn explained that the city 
council was targeting for a band 
room costing about $75,000, and he 
had been assured it could be done. 
He recommended the firm of 
Dunsett and Lee of Dothan to draw 
the plans, Osburn noted'they did the 
work on the high school renovation 
and he was well pleased, They also 
drew the preliminary plans for the 
band room at the request of Mayor 
Bob English. These drawings were 
actually rough cutlines using 


experience the firm had gained in 
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designing similar facilities. 

The board has scheduled a work 
session prior to the August 7 regular 
meeting, for the purpose of setting 
salary schedules, etc, This regular 
meeting will be delayed from 
Thursday, August 2, due to staff 
members being at a workshop. 

Following a short executive 
session, the board did a walking 
inspection of the renovation work 
underway in the high school and 
junior high school buildings. Basic 
work has been done in the attics and 
on the floors, but board members got 
only a genera! idea of how things 
would look, due to the project being 
only partially completed. They were 
assured however that the project was 
on schedule for completion before 
school begins August 24.
